When are they ready? Gather Limas when they're at the size above, 
almost full-grown. Pick other kinds before beans show thru as knobby 
lumps. Toss out woody pods. Just a few can spoil an otherwise fine serv- 
ing. Pick beans often. That way plants bear a second and third crop 


Carrots get woody. Try just one 
meal when they're little fel- 
lows, finger size. Creamed, the 
flavor is superb. Older carrots 
often get fibrous. For a good 
crop to store this winter, sow a 
few rows this week in leftover 
space in your garden. Foods 
editors say: Try glazing your 
carrots with brown sugar. 
Sprinkle with chopped mint.

How to replace screen wire. This time of the year, it isn’t 
unlikely that you’ll find holes in your window screens. May- 
be you'll decide to put new screening on all the frames. To 
do a good job, you'll have to stretch screening tightly. The 
sketch shows one way to do the job in record time. 

First, cut two pieces of 1x2 slightly longer than the width 
of the screen frame. Nail the bottom piece to your work- 
bench. Drive brads at 2-inch intervals thru the top piece and 
slightly into the bottom piece. A nail at each end (see cut- 
away sketch, lower right) holds the two 1x2’s together. 

Notched 2x4 scraps, also nailed securely to your work- 
bench, will hold the other end of a screen frame down. 

Now tack the screen wire securely to the top end of the 
frame. Lay the frame on the workbench so the bottom is 
within 2inches of the 1x2’s. Pry off the top 1x2, lay the screen 
wire over the bottom one, and nail back the top piece. 

To tighten the wire uniformly, drive wedges between the 
screen frame and the bottom 1x2 (beneath screening). Tack 
the screen across the bottom and along edges. Tack mold- 
ings on, trim off the excess screen with an old knife, and the 
job is done.

Burglarproof window lock. Does 
it worry you when you read how 
easy it is to jimmy window locks? 
Here is a simple way to safety. 

In each upper-sash frame, just 
above the lower sash, drill a 3/16- 
inch hole partly thru the wood. 
Then buy 3/16-inch steel dowels 
that can be forced into the holes to 
keep the sash sections immovable. 

Holes 3 inches above lower sash 
permit window to open only 3 
inches.

Durable door mat. If you have 
an old garden hose that is too 
leaky to repair, you can use it to 
make a door mat that will last for 
years.

First cut off about a dozen equal 
lengths of hose.

How to find a short circuit. The 
next time one of your fuses blows 
out, try screwing a 15- or 25-watt 
light bulb into the socket where 
you found the bad fuse. If the bulb 
doesn’t light, your trouble is an 
overload. Use fewer appliances on 
that circuit until you can have 
some rewiring done. 

If the bulb does light, however, 
you have a potentially dangerous 
short circuit somewhere. Post your 
wife where she can watch the bulb. 
Then, one by one, disconnect 
lamps and appliances, and switch 
off the overhead lights. When the 
bulb goes off, it is safe to replace 
the fuse. The short was in the last 
thing disconnected, so you know 
what needs to be fixed. 

If you can’t make the bulb go 
off, remove it at once and call an 
electrician. You still have a poten- 
tially dangerous short. Jack Darr, 
Mena, Arkansas. 


How to make shelf braces. The 
next time you want to put up a 
shelf in your garage, workshop, or 
kitchen, try this method of making 
braces. 

First, cut a square of lumber 
(and it must be square), about 2 
inches smaller than the width of 
your shelf. Draw two lines across 
the square so they cross in the 
exact center. Using this center 
point, draw a circle with a compass 
or with a pencil and string. To 
make a strong brace, the diameter 
of this circle should be at least 2 
inches less than the width of the 
square of lumber. 

Drill a hole to start your coping 
or keyhole saw, and cut out the 
circle. Four more saw cuts, on the 
lines marked, will give you four 
identical braces. Al Jones, Miami.

The postwar era when builders put up 
homes almost exclusively for ex-G.I.’s is 
ending.

But the number that can afford 
to carry a home even on the liberal terms 
extended to them is diminishing.

Every wall does double duty

Mer too many years ago walls had one 
main purpose in a home: to hold up the roof. 

Today you can make a wall let in a view, 
light an entire room, serve as extra storage space, 
or add texture and color to the area it bounds. 
Or you can still use it to hold up your roof. 

No wall stands idle in the Kittanning, Penn- 
sylvania, home of Mr. and Mrs. George Painter. 
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The house is set near the top of a ridge on 
Sia a steeply sloping site with a view over six 
miles of rolling hills.

Pot plants wilt too quickly: Try bigger 
pots. Use a 50:50 mixture of peat and gar- 
den loam to increase the water-holding 
ability of your soil. 

Then to be sure all the soil gets thoroly 
wet, once a week dunk your potted plant 
into a pail of water (top left). Leave the pot 
submerged until air bubbles stop coming. 
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Evergreens and phlox turning yellowe 
brown, leaves dropping: Redspider-mites 
probably are at work. To be sure, shake a 
suspected branch over a sheet of white 
paper. Look for small, red specks that look 
like red pepper. 

Use your garden duster to cover your 
plants with azobenzene or dusting sulfur. 





Plants blow over during summer rains: 
Better bolster delphinium spikes and heavy 
lily stalks with individual stakes; fall asters 
and heavy mums with supports they can 
lean on. 

Keep your plants fed and watered regu- 
larly—and out of the shade—for sturdy, 
windproof growth. 
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Storm damage to trees: Cut off broken 
stubs at once to hasten proper healing of 
the wounds. Make cuts flush with the trunk. 
Tack down bark loosened by lightning but 
not burned. Cut away burned bark. 

Get a licensed tree expert to install a 
lightning rod to protect your tree if you live 
where lightning is common. 


Soil too hot: Increase.the depth of your 
mulch (right). Roots must not be baked 
by sun beating on a thin skin of soil. 
Mulches insulate the roots, often keep 
the soil 10 to 20 degrees cooler than the air 
temperature. Few roots grow when the 
soil gets hotter than 95 to 100 degrees. 
Mulches also check evaporation of water. 
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while you’re away on vacation: Window 
gardens need wicks leading to a reservoir 
of water. Slip your pots into bigger pots 
and fill the space between with wet peat. 
Then just before you leave home, soak the 
peat. Your plants will be safe for 10 days, 
maybe for 2 weeks.

Vegetables not sweet: Plants short of wa- 
ter (left) wilt enough by midday for the 
leaves to stop making sugar. 

Water generously, speed up harvesting, 
and rush the pickings to your table. You 
can’t expect crispness in overripe cucum- 
bers. Sweet corn off the stalks more than 
four hours contains more starch than sugar. 
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Crabgrass taking over your lawn: Stop 
watering! Crabgrass gets far more good 
from August waterings than grass does. 
Then use 2,4-D at triple usual strength 
now to burn out the crabgrass before the 
seeds ripen. Protect valuable plants nearby 
(right). Treated lawns turn brown, but re- 
cover when you start to water next month. 


Seeds won’t germinate: Tho August is a 
good time to start perennials and biennials 
from seed for blooms next spring, most 
seeds won’t sprout in hot soil. 

Light isn’t needed for seeds to sprout, so 
put your seed flats in the shade. Sow the 
seeds twice usual depth to help keep the 
hot air from reaching them. 








Black spot on roses, mildew on zinnias, rust 
on hollyhocks: Don’t let diseases get you 
down. Take a few minutes to spray or dust 
your plants each week and after each rain. 

Use one of the new all-purpose sprays 
or dusts that kills all common pests. Most 
disease attacks stop when you give the 
healthy leaves a good chemical protection. 





Seedlings crowd out parent plants: 
Look for this trouble especially in phlox, 
petunias, Oriental poppies, and _ holly- 
hocks. Keep faded blossom heads picked 
off to lessen chance that seed will ripen. 

Pull out any seedlings that do start. Self- 
sown seedlings usually revert to an unde- 
sirable type or color, 
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ht up!

I, WE’D ask 10,000 of you to describe your ideal home, 
we'd get 10,000 different answers. True, some of you would 
agree on a general type of house: Cape Cod, ranch house, or 
modern. But that word home means vastly more than the 
architectural design of four walls and a roof. Home includes 
colors and patterns you like to live with . . . furnishings and 
fabrics that fit your way of life . . . space for hobbies . 
comfort and convenience for every member of your family. 
You can build a house from blueprints. But you plan a 
home with your head and your hands and your heart. 


First have a master plan. Whatever the house you’re dec- 
orating—an antique dwelling that needs complete re- 
modeling, a house with a middle-aged sag, or a brand-new 
model fresh from the builder—you’ll need a master plan to 
get the kind of home you want. 

The ideal date to start planning your home is about 2 B. C. 
(two years before construction). However, if you already 
possess a house, you have certain tangible advantages. It’s a 
lot easier to measure a room than to wrinkle your brow over 
a blueprint, easier to experiment by moving furniture than 
to guess how the piano will look opposite the fireplace. 

To make your master plan, get the family together with 
pencils and scratch pads and tear your house to pieces— 
on paper. Do you need another bedroom? A modernized 
kitchen? New furniture? Fresh color schemes with new rugs 
and fabrics? Discuss each room thoroly, listing all the im-

You'll find linoleum, rubber tile, or composition 
flooring is easiest to keep spick and span. If you 
want carpeting, tho, throw an extra piece in 
front of the door to catch the first dirt. Whatever 
your hall floor, carpet noisy stairs. Light carpet 
shades show less wear, lint, and dust than darker 
colors. And be sure that stair carpeting is laid with 
extra turn-under top and bottom so you can shift 
it a few inches each year to equalize wear. 


Walls. Let yourself go with a lively design in wall- 
paper or canvas for the hall. Wallpaper furnishes 
without furniture. And an allover pattern will cam- 
ouflage fingerprints and scars. In any case, hall 
paper should fit the color scheme of your house. 


Furnishings. Those few pieces of furniture which 
your entrance hall will hold should provide a place 
for mail, gloves, umbrellas . . . a mirror for last- 
minute primping ... perhaps a telephone table and 
chair. Use the very nicest pieces you own in your 
entry hall. In an upstairs hall take advantage of 
waste space for built-in bookshelves, a linen chest, 
or a nook for mending. 


Accessories. Don’t hesitate to hang pictures in your 
hall. To keep them from tangling with wallpaper, 
use wide mats. Increase light and size in a tiny hall 
by hanging a mirror inside the door.

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How much living you can do in your living 
room depends on how thoughtfully you plan for 
relaxed entertaining, letter writing, enjoyment of 
books, music, and radio—all the interests that 
create happy family life. 


Color. You’ll want some brilliant color in your liv- 
ing room, but be discreet. More people use this 
room than any room in the house—people whose 
ideas of color vary greatly. (Just see how differently 
they dress!) So make sure your over-all scheme is 
restful. You'll be safest with plain walls. Deep- 
colored walls with light carpeting are pleasant to 
live with, and you'll find they’re easy to clean, too. 
If you have an old living room, paint over any bad 
features—radiators, fireplace, woodwork, doors— 
with the same color you use on walls. 

When buying materials, get just one pattern. For 
the-rest of the room you may choose solid colors 
picked from the pattern, and perhaps a harmoniz- 
ing stripe. Thus, with patterned walls, use plain 
draperies and rug. With patterned rug, everything 
else in the room must be subdued. 


Floors. Wall-to-wall carpeting gives a restful, un- 
broken line and makes a small room look larger. In 
using small throw rugs, remember two rules: (1) 
Make a rug part of a furniture group, not an island 
on a sea of carpet. (2) Place throw rugs square with 
your room never cater-cornered. 


Windows. Simple windows are the loveliest. 
While most curtains are floor-length, feel free to use 
sill- or apron-length in an informal room. You’ll 
probably want some kind of blinds to allow light 
control byday, privacy by night. Or mount draper- 
ies on traverse rods so they can be pulled at night.

Choosing furniture is a process of elimination. 
Don’t buy, or even keep, a single piece that you 
don’t need. It will only clutter. 

Three piece suites of upholstered furniture are 
something we advise you against because, as a rule, 
they are clumsy and overpowering. It’s often 
smarter to buy separate pieces that will look well 
together and still keep some personality of their 
own. On the other hand, sectional units, a pair of 
easy chairs, or matching end tables are a wise buy. 
They'll make it easier for you to plan a balanced 
arrangement without overloading your room with 
look-alikes. 

When you go shopping, take along measure- 
ments of your wall spaces, and pick furniture in 
scale with your room’s size. (Furniture always looks 
smaller in the store than in your home.) If you have 
a large wall to fill, consider a tall breakfront or sec- 
retary desk. If, however, your room is small, take 
advantage of today’s double-use furniture: cabinets 
that combine desk, bookcase, and general storage— 
sofas that turn into beds—nests of tables—extra- 
light occasional chairs that may be moved easily 
from desk to conversation group. 

Don’t be afraid to combine wood finishes. 
Bleached and dark woods complement each other 


just as a blonde and a brunette do. And you’ll find a 


room full of pale furniture takes on new sparkle if 
you add a strategic piece or two with red, dark 
green, or black lacquer finish. 

Are there years of wear left in the furniture you 
have? Then fit the upholstered pieces into your new 
decorating scheme with fresh slipcovers. Bleach 
that old desk to new beauty. Let a coat of paint or 
lacquer put a scarred coffee table back into use—as 
a real asset to your room. 





Some light, some dark for drama 
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Arranging your room: Don’t be hampered by con- 
vention. Good decorating is placing furniture the 
way it serves you best, whether that is the usual way 
or not. If you want a quiet alcove for reading, feel 
free to block off part of your room with sectional 
bookcases or a spinet piano backed with a low 
screen. If your front door opens directly into the 
living room, you can achieve privacy and draft- 
protection with a firm screen. Then arrange living- 
room furniture as tho this were a permanent wall. 

Every room should have one dramatic spot that 
makes you remember it. In many rooms, this center 
of interest is the fireplace—nothing equals it for 
friendliness and hospitality. Other rooms have an 
important bay or picture window. In any Case, 
balance furniture on either side of your strong 
feature to play it up. If your room has no natural 
center of interest, you can make one with a wall of 
bookshelves, or even a good sofa grouping. 

Usually your main conversation group will be 
located at the room’s center of interest. Provide 
plenty of seating where you can chat with friends. 
Near every seat there should be an end table or 
coffee table for ash trays and refreshments. 

Here are some other activities that need special 
groupings: For reading, you'll want a comfortable 
chair, a good lamp, and an end table, located as 
close as possible to bookshelves. For games, provide 
a well-lighted card table and chairs (permanent, if 
you have room). If you have a piano, consider the 
comfort of listeners as well as of the musician. As 
you plan your room, bear in mind the natural 
traffic lanes thru it. Keeping them clear will save 
you many steps. 


Accessories. One good general rule is to have them 
few and substantial. Large ash trays on oversized 
coffee tables are just good sense. Even table lamps 
have grown to astounding sizes in the last few years. 
However, the size and height of a lamp depends on 
the height of the table on which it stands. The bulb 
should always be at the best height for good light. 

Pictures, too, must look important. Like throw 
rugs, pictures should be part of a furniture group. 
Hang them over your sofa, fireplace, desk, or radio 
—not on an orphan expanse of wall. Whatever 
you do, don’t let your decorating enthusiasm run 
away with you. Your family’s comfort comes first.

A DISHWASHER not only does a slick job of 
washing the dishes—it saves you an hour’s work a 
day. That’s the report of efficiency experts and 
their stop watches. 

So the answer to the question, “Should the 
dishwasher go on my list of kitchen equipment 
wanted?” is Yes. 

To the question, ‘‘Will it save me work?”’: Yes, 
in a year you will have saved yourself six weeks’ 
worth of 8-hour days. 

**Will it do a good job on the pots and pans?” 
Yes. 

You can buy a dishwasher big enough for a 
family of four or six. If you have the small size 
dishwasher and a big family, you will probably 
run two batches. If you have the large size dish- 
washer and a small family, you’ll probably do 
dishes once a day. 

You can buy your dishwasher (1) as a part of 
an electric sink, (2) in a separate cabinet; or you 
can buy (3) the dishwasher chassis to install in

er which converts to a dishwasher with a quick 
change of inset tub. Some dishwashers open at 
the front; some open at the top to receive the 
dishes. 

Dishwashers are powered either by electricity 
or by jet-propelled water. Operating costs per 
load of dishes will vary—according to the 
amount of water used, whether electricity is used 
and how much, and the amount of detergent 
required for the water in your area. 

The dishwasher shown in the picture is com- 
pletely automatic. Here’s what happens after it’s 
loaded, the detergent is added, and you turn the 
button: 

1. Dishes are rinsed with cold water—the 
equivalent of the rinse you would give the dishes 
under the tap, were you washing by hand. 

2. Dishes are washed. 

3. Dishes are rinsed. 

4. Dishes are dried with hot air.

With sugar syrup 


i Make the syrup first so it can cool. Add granulated sugar 
to boiling water, stirring until sugar is dissolved. Chill. For 
whole berries, sweet cherries, and figs, add 24% cups sugar to each 
pint of boiling water. For apricots, grapefruit or orange sections, 
mixed fruits, nectarines, peaches, pineapple, and plums, add 3% 
cups sugar to each pint (2 cups) of boiling water. 

2 Wash and prepare fruit as you do for table use. Work with 
small amounts of fruit. Use ice water to wash delicate fruits 
like raspberries. Sort out green and overripe fruit; cut out 
bruised or imperfect portions. 

3 Fill pint freezing container to within 34 inch of top (about 
1% cups fruit), cover with chilled syrup (14 to 34 cup). 
Crumple waterproof paper on top of fruit to hold fruit 
under syrup. See photograph below. 

4 Place package in freezer immediately, or in refrigerator 
till all packages can be taken to locker. 


With sugar 


(Use only for crushed berries such as blueberries, goose- 
berries, currants, sliced strawberries, or sour cherries.) 
I Wash and prepare fruit as you do for table use. Work with

fruit under the syrup. This prevents the fruit contacting air and turning brown

2 Place 3 to 5 pounds berries or sliced strawberries in large 
bowl; lightly crush (except sliced strawberries); add dry 
granulated sugar; fold fruit and sugar gently together until

sugar. For currants and gooseberrtes, add 2 cups of sugar to 
each 3 pounds of fruit. For the other berries and for sour 
cherries, add 2 cups of sugar to each 4 or 5 pounds of fruit. 
3 Fill freezing container to within 34 inch of top. 

4 Place package in freezer immediately, or in refrigerator 
till all packages can be taken to locker. 


With extra-sweet corn syrup 


1 Wash and prepare fruit as you do for table use. Work 
with small amounts. Use ice water to wash delicate fruits 
like raspberries. Sort out green and overripe fruit; cut out 
bruised or imperfect portions. 

2 Place about 14% cups fruit in each pint freezing container. 
Add \% to 34 cup syrup, depending on the size and shape 
of the fruit (peach halves will require 34 cup or more of 
syrup; small whole berries, only 4 cup). For berries, cherries, 
peaches, pears, apricots, pineapple, and mixed fruits dilute the 
extra-sweet corn syrup, using four parts corn syrup to one 
part cold water (mix thoroly). For very tart or very juicy 
fruits such as grapefruit or orange ‘Sections, gooseberries, and 
currants, use undiluted extra-sweet corn syrup. 

3 Crumple waterproof paper on top of fruit to hold fruit 
under syrup. 

4 Place package in freezer immediately, or in refrigerator 
till all packages can be taken to locker. 


With sugar and corn syrup 


For a medium syrup, combine 1 cup water, 44 cup corn 
syrup, and 4% cup sugar; heat to boiling. Cool before using. 
For a heavy syrup: Combine 1 cup water, 24 cup corn 
syrup, and 24 cup sugar. This amount is enough for two 1- 
pound containers.

If the fruits you froze last summer didn’t taste and look exac 
as you hoped, check the questions and answers below. 


Why does frozen fruit turn brown? 


Cause: Peaches, apples, plums, apricots, pears, and cherries ap 
all subject to browning when their cut surfaces are exposed to aif 
The browning is caused by the tannins in fruit tissue. Tannins area 
chemical similar to the chemical used in making invisible ink, 
And, like invisible ink, when the tannins are first exposed to air 
their color doesn’t show, but within a short time they turn brown 
in the flesh of the fruit. 

Besides spoiling the appearance of the fruit, this oxidation of fruit 

tannins causes an undesirable change in flavor. Fruit which ha 
become badly browned, tastes similar to that which has been bad: 
ly bruised. 
Cure: Research provides two solutions for the prevention of fruit 
browning in the package. By following either of them, you can be 
sure frozen fruits will keep their color 7f you work with small 
enough quantities so that fruits do not discolor before they are 
packaged, or, while working with them, you hold them unde 
salt water or water containing citric acid or lemon juice. 

Freezing fruits with the extra-sweet corn syrup has been found 
to be very effective if the fruit is held under the syrup in the package.

How to freeze fruits 


Using the extra-sweet corn syrup method will prevent browning 
thru freezing and thawing and for 5 or 6 hours after the package 
has been opened, provided the fruit is held under the syrup. 

The other browning-preventive which can be used is ascorbic 
acid powder (Vitamin C). Use the pure powder. There is virtually 
no change in color of fruits when this powder is used even after 
the package is opened and exposed to the air. 


Why do frozen fruits sometimes 
develop a bitter taste? 


Cause: Fruits which are frozen when they are too green will have 
an unpleasant bitter taste. 
Care: Watch fruit maturity more carefully and allow fruit to be- , 
come “‘soft-ripe,” the stage when fruit is best for eating fresh. 
Especially let peaches, currants, gooseberries, and all other berries 
become fully ripe—but not soft and miushy. 

Fruit will not ripen uniformly on a bush or tree. So don’t strip 
— tree or bush of ser its rete 4 at one ang Go over the tree or 


paring fruit for thee freezer, green spots are dieecend: be sure to 
cut them out, or, in the case of berries, set the fruit aside for pre- 
Serves or jelly. 


Why do peaches sometimes have a thin layer 
of brown just under the skin? 


€ause: This is probably due to improper blanching or scalding to 
remove the skins. When peaches are scalded for too long or are 
not cooled immediately after scalding, they will have a cooked 
layer of tissue just under the skin. This layer is sometimes as much 
as 4 inch thick. It not only detracts from appearance, but im- 
pairs flavor. 

Cure: Scalding peaches for a very short time in boiling water is 
the easiest and best way to remove the skins, but do the scalding 
carefully. Scald only about 6 or 8 peaches at one time. Each time 
you immerse peaches in the scalding water, be sure water is at 
a full rolling boil. Time the scalding to the second. If peaches are 
fully ripe, 45 seconds in boiling water should be enough. After 
scalding, cool peaches immediately by placing them in running 
cold water. It’s best to work with only small quantities at a time, 
from blanching to the finished package. 


Why do grapefruit sections 
have a bitter flavor? 


Cause: Even if you use sweet, fresh grapefruit, the frozen pack 
can still develop a bitter flavor if all the white membrane has not 
been removed. 

€ure: To remove all the white membrane scald fruit in boiling 
water for a short time before peeling. Immerse 6 or 8 oranges at a 
time, only 3 or 4 grapefruit, so that all surfaces of the peel will be 
exposed to the boiling water. Scald oranges for 2 or 3 minutes; 
grapefruit, 4 or 5 minutes. Then immerse immediately in running 
cold water, letting the fruit cool thoroly. To peel, make a crosscut 
with a knife at top of fruit and peel. The outer membrane comes~ 
off with the peel. Cut sections away from divider membrane. 


What causes home-frozen pineapple 
to develop a fishy flavor? 


Cause: Because pineapple is not grown in this country, there is 
no way of determining the variety you purchase. When pineapple 
does develop an odd taste, it may be due to the variety of fruit

at top, then peel. White outside membrane comes off with the peel. 
Cut sections away from dividers: Use sharp knife; cut close to membrane 


frozen. It’s also likely the flavor change is caused by a chemical 
change in the fruit during long freezer storage. 

Care: When this change in flavor occurs during frozen storage, 
it has been noted to occur at 5 or 6 months. We would recom- 
mend that home-frozen pineapple be used within this time. 


What causes frozen pears to be 
lacking in good flavor, texture? 


Cause: Pears are perhaps the trickiest of all fruits to freeze. Only 
the Bartlett or Clapp’s Favorite varieties can be frozen success- 
fully. Others may lack flavor; fruit may be shapeless, mushy. 
Because of the odd structure of pear tissue (which is so easily 
destroyed by bruising or excessive handling), this fruit usually is 
picked while still green, then let stand to ripen. So tree-ripened 
flavor is virtually impossible to obtain in freezing. 
Cure: Successfully frozen pears can be obtained if the above 
varieties are frozen, if ripeness is watched closely and the pears 
are frozen just slightly immature, and 7f the extra-sweet corn- 
syrup method is used. Since pears discolor rapidly and so lose 
what delicate flavor they do have, it is advisable to add pure as- 
corbic acid powder to the syrup. Once thawed, frozen pears 
should be used as soon as possible.

Seal in hot, 
sterilized jars. Makes 8 pints. 


Cassia Bud Pickles 

Cut lengthwise 75 2- to 3-inch 
cucumbers. Heat to boiling 4 quarts 
water and 2 cups coarse-medium 
salt; cool; pour over cucumbers; 
cover; let stand 1 week. Drain; 
cover with boiling water; let stand 
24 hours. Drain; cover with boiling 
water; add 1 teaspoon powdered 
alum; let stand 24 hours. Drain. 
Cover with hot syrup made with 
6 cups vinegar, 5 cups sugar, 1 
ounce celery seed, and 1 ounce 
cassia buds. 

For 3 successive days drain off 
syrup; add 1 cup sugar; heat to 
boiling; pour over pickles. (Total: 
8 cups sugar.) On third day, drain, 
pack in sterilized jars, pour over 
hot syrup. Seal. Makes 14 pints.

Beware of second mortgages! 


So he needed another $2,000 to 
swing the deal. He got it on a 
second mortgage. 

Where did he get the second 
mortgage? 

In this instance, the builder 
himself granted it—at percent 
interest. The shaky nature of 
second mortgages to the lender is 
evident from the fact that not only 
bank but loan agencies will not 
ordinarily grant them. And _ the 
reason is simple enough when you 
realize that in a forced sale of the 
property the holder of the first 
mortgage has priority on the cash 
that’s realized. 

Hence, it’s some builders and 
private speculators—like the Chi- 
cago cab man—who are in the 
business on the lending end. 

Now, let’s see what our Mr. 
Michaels has let himself in for. 
First off, he was stuck for a $200 
premium. Bonus payments are a 
very common demand made by 
second-mortgage lenders. In this 
case, the $200 tribute represents 
10 percent of the entire loan. 
Michaels scraped together the 
$200 sum and the builder ad- 
vanced him a $2,000 second mort- 
gage which fulfilled his hopes and 
those of his family for a little place 
to call their own. Now this is what 
the debt-ridden year immediately

ahead looks like to the Michaelses. 

On the $8,000 mortgage, Mi- 
chaels is paying a 4% percent 
charge. Along with amortization, 
the monthly service charge on this 
mortgage is about $62. 

The $2,000 second mortgage is a 
3-year-term loan. The 7 percent 
interest charge represents an $11.66 
cost to him. On top of that, he 
must repay the loan in equal 
monthly payments. These amount 
to about $55 each. The total cost 
of the second mortgage is thus 
lifted to $66.66. 

With the $62 he is paying on the 
first mortgage, Michaels is con- 
fronted with a monthly bill of 
$128.66 just for servicing the debt 
on his home. Other expenses— 
like heat, electricity, taxes—will 
lift the cost of maintaining the 
dwelling to a good $150. 

That takes quite a bit out of the 
four pay checks—totaling $400— 
that he gets each month. If Mr. 
Michaels can carry the load, he'll 
be doing a really remarkable job 
in these times when other living 
costs are so high. 

Do you think that Michaels’ case 
is unusual? Maybe you’re think- 
ing nobody but a darned fool 
would get himself involved in such 
a costly affair,

I KEEP at Tommy all the time, 
but I just can’t get that child to 
hang up his clothes!’ wails the 
mother who fancies she can teach 
orderliness by preaching. Actually, 
of course, her persistence is driving 
Tommy toward disorderliness. You 
can’t force a child to be orderly. 
But you can allow him to be. 

First of all, Mother and Dad 
must be orderly or there is no hope 
for Junior. And they must be con- 
sistently orderly, not just addicted 
to occasional tidying-up sprees. If 
every night your child’s clothes are 
hung up and his toys put away 
no matter how tired or hurried you 
may be—he will come naturally 
to expect and enjoy a tidy room. 
If you go quietly about straighten- 
ing the nursery yourself, Charlie 
and Betty will want to help—just 
as they do in other activities. 

The less you talk about tidiness 
the better! If you constantly urge 
Charlie and Betty to put toys away 
they will naturally protest by re- 
fusing. An occasional suggestion 
may work, but once you get a re- 
fusal, better backtrack fast! And if 
you have already built up a habit 
of refusal, you will have to have 
patience and restraint. It will take 
a long period of non-nagging be- 
fore your child will be in a mood 
to imitate the quiet orderliness he 
sees about him. 

Don’t expect Charlie to be neat 


unless you give him the physical 
equipment he needs to be tidy. The 
same goes for Betty. 

Be sure each has a clothes closet 
with a low rod, plenty of hangers, 
a shoe rack, and a laundry bag. 
Bureau drawers which are not 
overcrowded will enable them to 
put away their own laundry. There 
should be plenty of shelf space in 
the nursery for toys. You can make 
temporary bookcases by stacking 
apple boxes together. 

Don’t expect Betty to be tidy if 
she hasn’t even a place to put her 
brush and comb! Tack cretonne 
around two orange crates, put a 
board across the top, hang a mirror 
above, and you have as fine a dress- 
ing table as any child needs. 

Your bathroom, too, should have 
a low towel rack and a low fixture 
for water glass and toothbrush. 

If your child’s a preschooler, you 
can help him a lot by placing a row 
of 8 or 10 cardboard boxes on one 
side of his room. He can keep the 
small-piece play material—blocks, 
dominoes, colored beads, pegs, 
crayons, picture cards, tiddly- 
winks, soap bubble set, and model- 
ing clay, in separate boxes. 

If you wish, you can paper the 
boxes with ceiling paper and paint 
or paste on each a picture of the 
article it’s to contain. Before long 
even a 2-year-old will be keeping 
his possessions in good order.

sure there’s no noticeable change in level 
when you've finished sanding. 

Wipe the spot clean and apply a thin coat 
of varnish. This coat should overlap the 
original finish slightly. When the first coat is 
dry, sand lightly and apply a second coat. 
Continue adding thin layers of varnish, 
sanding after each, until the area is built up 
to the levei of the rest of surface. (Three or 
four coats should be enough.) Do not sand 
the last coat. Rub it with fine pumice or 
rottenstone to match the surrounding finish, 
then polish entire surface. 

Deep scratches that go thru the finish into 
the wood itself are a ticklish job. 

If your piece is solid wood, sand over 
scratch until it is smoothed into the sur- 
rounding finish. The sanded area might 
have to cover six or eight inches on each 
side of the mark. Make sure it doesn’t look 
scooped out or irregular. Like the scratch 
itself, your sanding will go deeper than the 
wood filler. Apply filler the color of the 
furniture (paste filler for coarse-grain woods; 
liquid, medium; stain only for fine). Work it 
into the grain and rub away surplus. Dry, 
sand lightly, and apply a thin coat of white 
shellac. When this sealer dries, proceed with 
layers of varnish as you would on a sur- 
face scratch. 

If the piece you want to repair is veneer, 
sand only thru varnish. Then fill scratch 
with stick shellac to match wood. (See direc- 
tions below.) With a sharp chisel, scrape 
away excess. Sand lightly. Now you’re ready 
to begin building up coats of varnish. 





Spills 

Small spots, if wiped away quickly, will 
disappear when polished. Deeper spots must 
be sanded or scraped out. (A) Treat these 
like scratches. Sand or scrape an area large 
enough that spots disappear and the surface 
seems level. Build up finish with varnish. 


Split or chipped veneer 

Where layers of veneer have separated, 
ease slow-setting glue between them with a 
narrow spatula or thin paring knife. Using 
the blade as a lever, work loose layer up and 
down, forcing glue deeper into the crack. 
(B) With firm thumb strokes, force surplus 
glue from the joint. Wipe off excess. Cut a 
piece of thin paper or tissue and a flat block 
of soft wood, both larger than glued area. 
Lay these over repair, set block on top, and 
clamp tightly. (C) If you have no clamps, 
Set weights or books over the block. When 
glue is dry, remove clamp, polish surface. 

If a piece of veneer has broken off, apply 
glue to all raw surfaces, and ease broken 
edges into place. Clamp and let dry. Pare 
away dry glue with a sharp chisel, holding 
chisel flat so it can’t gouge the finish. If part 
of the veneer has been lost, glue in place the 
pieces you have. Fill remaining holes with 
stick shellac. 


How to fill holes 
with stick shellac 

Your hardware or paint dealer can supply 
stick shellac in any color you need. 

Before applying stick shellac, clean defect. 
With a small drill point, cut small holes a 
bit deeper (not over 1/16 inch). 

Heat shellac over a gas or electric range, 
an alcohol burner, or any flame which will 
not leave a sooty residue. Heat a narrow 
spatula or paring knife until it is warm 
enough to ease into the shellac. Cut off a 
small portion and heat until just fluid. Flow 
hot shellac into the hole. Repeat as often as 
needed, clean knife often by heating and 
wiping on cloth or soft wood. Fill hole 
slightly more than full. Tamp the warm 
material with a nail or nail set. 

When shellac has set, shave away surplus 
with a slicing motion, holding your chisel or 
scraper flat and moving it diagonally for- 
ward. (D) Go carefully. Apply a final coat 
of varnish, let dry, and polish,

wing on your house of the same general size and shape. 

You want your porch to be close to your indoor living 
space and the kitchen, but you don’t want it to shut off 
light into either of these rooms. The best place, if you can 
work it, is off your dining room, which isn’t used often 
enough to require a lot of light. Another possibility is to use 
a removable awniny for a roof, which can be stowed away 
during the winter. 

You want to get all possible air intq your porch, but you 
want to keep out the sun. Locate your porch so it will catch 
the prevailing breeze. Keep out the sun on blazing days with 
awning, reed-slat rolling blinds, or sun-reflecting screening. 


Wuen you plan a porch, remember to make it roomy. 
Then you can achieve a flexible arrangement of furniture. 
Remember to provide storage space for equipment you will 
use on the porch. Give it a weatherproof floor of concrete, 
flagstone, or brick. Provide electrical outlets for floor lamps, 
grills, and fans. And have a door to the garden as well as 
one into the house. 

The recreation-living porch pictured here was added by 
the A. A. Pfeffers to their home in Houston, Texas. It has 
become a center for family living during summer months. 

The porch is L-shaped. It starts flush with the front wall 
of the house, covers the entire east side, then wraps itself 
around the corner of the living room and ends when it 
reaches the den.

east to take advantage of the prevailing southeasterly 
breezes, and to avoid the hot late-afternoon sun.

Simple, easy-to-clean 
moldings, like those around the rear door, are used thruout the house. 
Lights are recessed into the ceiling and into the furring over the sink 


to accept the idea of laundry space in the kitchen. The de- 
sire for a kitchen eating space is as strong as ever. In this 
house these three features are combined in under 150 square 
feet. While the kitchen is actually a rectangle, working space 
is L-shaped, with range and refrigerator at the ends and 
sink, counters, and cupboards between. The wall nearest 
the back door is reserved for your laundry equipment, with 
the tubs in the corner covered and boxed in. When the tubs 
aren't in use, the covered top is a worktable, with a pull-out 
board that makes a handy breakfast bar. 

Having the laundry tubs in the kitchen is optional in this 
plan, for there is sufficient room for them in the storage 
room at the end of the carport. Since the carport is equipped 
for a drying area, and the passage there from the kitchen is 
sheltered by overhanging roofs of both — [ Turn to page 142

I’d use 2 per- 
cent summer oil. Wait until the temperature is below 80 degrees or 
you may burn the leaves. 

Want to start some cuttings of your shrubs and evergreens? August 
is the time to do this. 

August is bulb-planting time in the Northwest—Madonna lilies, 
colchicum, autumn crocus, hardy cyclamen, and Sternbergia lutea. 
Choose a well-drained spot. Better spray the Madonna lily plants 
and the ground with Bordeaux as soon as the leaves appear.

Central-East 


Aucust is an ideal time to start a new lawn in the Central- 
East. Grass seeds germinate quickly and the seedlings develop rapid- 
ly. Now also is the time to divide iris, daylilies, and peonies. Look 
for borers when dividing your iris. Tear the rhizomes apart and 
destroy all parts made soft by the borers. If your Japanese iris 
didn’t do well this year, move them now to a more moist place. 

Perennials for early spring flowers are set out this month. This is 
the only safe time to move Oriental poppies (page 148). Put them 
in pots temporarily if the new spot isn’t ready. 

Plant autumn crocus, colehicums, and sternbergias as soon as 
possible. Madonna lilies planted now develop small leaves that 
stay green all winter. Put the top of the bulbs only 3 inches under- 
ground. Bluebells and trilliums may be planted now. They'll 
develop good roots before winter. The large bleedingheart is about 
dormant now, so you can divide and transplant it. Be sure you get 
an eye or shoot on each piece. 

Nip back the new shoots on your evergreens to keep them com- 
pact. Make your cuts to side shoots and on the underside of the 
branch when possible so the scar won’t show. Spray your evergreens 
with lead arsenate if bagworms are at work. Better check your 
euonymus and magnolia for scale. Use a mixture of nicotine and 
summer oil.

Per ENNIALS beginning to look a little seedy are ready to be cut 
back—phlox, Blue daisy, nierembergia, and bedding Cape marigold. 
Mulching now with peat, redwood, or steer manure, plus plant food, 
helps build a big root system. You'll encourage them to bloom again 
by this treatment. You can have an excellent crop of fall roses if you 
feed, mulch, and prune off weak wood now. 

Annuals for winter bloom to be sown now: sweetpeas, petunia, 
snapdragon, pansy, primrose, and annual phlox. Viola, penstemon, 
columbine, and delphinium are perennials to start now. 

I feed my mums every 10 days. Better pinch out the tips of 
vigorous shoots on your late varieties to keep them compact. 

Divide your bearded iris, trollius, polyantha primrose, and other 
early spring bloomers. Spray your fuchsias each day with water to 
control redspider-mites. 

Sow winter-flowering sweetpeas at once. Soak the soil deeply. 
Good bloom depends upon deep rooting.

Mail today! ;, for Spare-time Selling prize 









How to grow 
biti poppies

iiss to what so many gardeners have said to me, 
Oriental poppies are easy to grow. They have only a few simple 
requirements. Filling these, tho, is most essential. I have 400 
Oriental poppies in my garden. I follow three rules: 

1. Plant in the fall 

2. Provide perfect drainage 

_3. Plant deeply. 

Your plants must be dormant when moved. This is usually 
in August or September in most parts of the country. The 
foliage is completely dead at this time. You can’t delay, tho; 
new growth soon starts. Oriental poppies have tufts of green 
leaves showing all winter. 

If your soil is very dry at poppy-moving time, soak it 8

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roots when they are dug. It is best 
to save at least 6 or 8 inches of 
roots. Poppy roots are brittle and 
easily broken. Use care in digging 
as well as in planting. 

The hole for the new plant 
should be considerably deeper than 
the length of the root. The crown 
of your plant should be set at 
least 3 inches below the surface 
level. 

Mound the soil over the plant a 
little to prevent a depression form- 
ing when the ground settles. Water 
standing over or around a poppy 
crown often leads to decay. 

Oriental poppies have no special 
soil requirements, except that of 
good drainage. I can’t stress good 
drainage too strongly. More pop- 
pies are lost because of poor drain- 
age than for any other reason. 


Some years ago I moved my 
garden. As it was necessary to 
move the poppies before the new 
border was ready, I planted them 
in a temporary place. A space had 
been prepared in what I thought 
to be an ideal location. Four hun- 
dred plants were set out. An open 
winter and an exceedingly wet 
spring caused the ground to be- 
come waterlogged. The results 
were disastrous. I lost 200 of my 
400 plants. 

I recommend mulching plants 
after they are set out. Work the 
mulch around and under the new 
foliage. Avoid covering the crown; 
the mulch may mat down and hold 
too much moisture. I have found 
soybean straw an ideal mulch. It 
allows the new poppy growth to 
come thru readily. 

When setting out your plants, 
leave plenty of space between them 
—at least 2 feet. 

Don’t set a new plant where 
another has been taken out. It is 
unlikely that all the old roots have 
been removed. Often the old plant 
will crowd out your new plant. 

When a flower has bloomed out, 
remove the seed pod. If the seed 
pod is allowed to remain, chance 
seedlings are likely to grow in with 
the original plant. Seedlings usual- 
ly produce an orange-scarlet flow- 
er. This gives rise to the opinion 
that colors change in the original 
variety. 


Mucu work has beendone in the 
past 25 years in creating newcolors 
and greater stamina. One of the 
best results, for my money, has 
veen the straighter, stronger stems. 
Floppy, tired stems always ruin the 
garden picture. 

New poppy colors harmonize 
beautifully with your iris, peonies, 
and other perennials. It’s no 
longer necessary to plant Oriental 
poppies in some corner where their 
flaming personalities can defy all 
comers. . 

Try the medium height, delicate 
pink Aksarben with iris like Lake 
Breeze, Sierra Blue, or Gloriole. 
Or use one of these poppies— 
Echo, Dainty Lady, or Betty Ann 
—in this color scheme. 

Mme. Pavlova and New Perfec- 
tion, with deeply pleated petals, 
work in well with pale yellow iris. 
Or plant them in front of a Har- 
rison’s Yellow rose. Poppy Wat- 
teau is excellent as a foreground 
plant because of its compact grow-

Jeanne Mawson still heads my 
list of the best deeper pinks. In 
this color group I also like Lachs 
Koenigen, Mary Jane Miller, Hel- 
en Elizabeth, Mrs. Perry, Rosalie, 
Alexandria, and the very old vari- 
ety Princess Ena. 

Pink Radiance, an unusual cher- 
ry-rose color, is one of the out- 
standing poppies in my garden. It 
attains a height of 48 inches, with 
as many as 30 flower stalks on a 
3-year-old plant. Pink Radiance is 
always a sure bloomer and a most 
reliable variety. It will light up 
any spot in your garden and har- 
monize well with any color. 

Super Wunderkind was in a 
class by itself until the advent of 
Glowing Rose. These two are a 
beautiful, deep watermelon pink. 
Super Wunderkind has a delicate 
constitution. Glowing Rose is much 
more robust. But if garden space is 
available, plant both by all means. 


Two outstanding deep reds are 
G.I. Joe and Royal Rose. These 
do not carry the slightest tinge of 
orange in their flowers. They har- 
monize with any color scheme. 

Of the deepest reds, Australia 
and Cavalier head my list of favor- 
ites. Trilby, Wurtembergia, Glow- 
ing Embers, and Nancy also are 
fine deep reds. 

Scarlet or vermillion reds are the 
poppies that “war” with almost 
any color scheme, but every poppy 
lover insists on growing them. 
I grow such fine varieties as 
Colonel Bowles, Mandarin, Scar- 
let Emperor, Goliath, and Man- 
chu’s Fan. All of them can be 
planted in front of shrubs or ever- 
greens where they won’t clash with 


other colors. I find, too, that the: 


pale yellow also makes a beautiful 
foil for them. 

Lavender rose and-wine hues 
need partial shade. Otherwise, the 
flowers may turn tobacco brown 
after a few hours. Try Enchantress, 
Delicata, and Henry Cayeux. 
These three are a rosy lavender. I 
find Enchantress the best because 
of its robust habit, straight stem, 
and huge flowers. 


For wine shades, I like Harmo- 
ny, Mahoney, and Leon Laurent. 

Good strong whites are rare. In 
my experience, White Splendor is 
fine. But it takes two years to get a 
plant established. Barr’s White also 
has been a reliable grower for me. 

The new Curtis varieties are a 
perfected group of truly giant pop- 
pies which I can recommend high- 
ly for their vigorous constitutions 
and strong, straight stems. Among 
them are Giant Flame, Giant 
Flesh, Giant Pink, and Giant Mul- 
berry. The latter is a soft lilac rose 
and needs a shady place. Jessie 
Curtis, a mulberry rose with an un- 
usual center, needs a shady place. 

Snowflame is a novelty, white 
bordered with deep golden orange. 
Plants must be several years old be- 
fore they show what they can do.

Greens after the snow flies? Kale, a lusty-flavored plant, will give you 
just that. Flavor even improves after frost. Pick bottom leaves first, and 
strip out center ribs.

Wait a little longer. Melons, except for honeydew, don't ripen or im- 
prove in flavor after they're picked.

Then 
thump the toe of your shoe. When the melon sounds the same, it’s ripe 





Let them ripen. Squash and pumpkin need to ripen on the vine all 
season. Gather before heavy frost, leaving a short stem attached. Don't 
bruise. They'll keep until Thanksgiving in a cool, dry place. Before 
storing, let them ripen off in a warm place for a week or two after picking

Plain dirt gardener 





I've been working in the garden after supper, but with 
bifocals | just can't see as well when it begins to get dark 


By Harry Rh. O’Brien 


Aug. 1 As last month ended, I was 
just in the process of putting the 
rose beds in shape. I had hoed out 
the weeds, loosened the soil to let 
in the air, and applied a dose of 
plant food. 

Then I was putting on a mulch 
—an inch or so thick—of peatmoss. 
I had run out and had to quit until 
more could be delivered. This 
came, was spread today, and I still 
wasn’t thru. 

Now I have a goodly supply of 
compost in my compost pile, 
opened up last month. This had 
been made with plantfood sprinkled 
over each 6-inch layer. This made 
it rot down faster and made it rich- 
er, too. 

Well, this should be good stuff 
for my roses. So I hauled several 
loads and spread it as mulch over 
the end of one bed. I wish I had a 
big truckload of this compost. Or 
three truckloads. Then I could use 
it around the shrubbery.

Growing roses is one continuous 
adding of humus to my soil. It 
takes both humus and plant food 
to keep my soil aerated and en- 
riched, to keep the roses growing 
vigorously and blooming. You 
just can’t stick a bush in the 
ground and expect the fairies to 
take care of it. 


Aug. 2 In the morning mail there 
was a box of new iris. I had plumb 


forgotten it was supposed to come. 

So I had to put on overalls again 
and hurry back to the garden. 
Luckily I had a plot of ground 
across a bed all spaded and ready. 
Maggie came along out and wrote 
down the record of where I set it, 
as I got down on my knees with 
the trowel. 

When I set out tall bearded iris, 
I set the rhizomes so they are 
covered with about an inch of soil, 
after the roots are spread out in the 
hole. 


Aua. 7 Tomatoes are ripe. Cab- 
bage flourishes. 

To the Hitching Post tonight. 
This is the movie with a double bill 
of westerns every night. There is a 
five-minute interlude about 8:30 
with lights up between pictures, so 
the audience can get refreshments 
in the lobby. You should see—and 
hear—the stampede of boys and 
girls out to renew their supply of 
popcorn. 


Aug. 12 Out bright and early 
this morning. A few new daylilies 
have come in bloom, especially 
August Pioneer and Boutonnaire. 
This latter has a small bloom with 
a brownish cast inside which makes 
it one of the loveliest flowers. 

In the annual bed, Radiance, 
the new All-America cosmos, is in 
bloom, a deep rose and crimson 
bicolor. It is mighty good. 


Aug. 13 Maggie asked me to 
bring in a head of cabbage for 
supper. And dear me—I found 
that cabbage worms have been 
having a picnic. So first job after 
supper was to get the dust gun and 
give the crop a good shot of rote- 
none dust. After I put the gun 
away, I found that I should have 
given the same dust to the beans, 
for the Mexican bean beetles are 
back for their second call of the 
season. 
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Now my iris bed is weedy— 
terribly weedy. So got out a hoe, 
sharpened it, and waded in. I 
worked until it began to get hard 
to see. With bifocals, I just can’t 
see as well as I used to when it be- 
gins to get dark. 

On my way back to tool shed, I 
saw that weeds are catching up 
with the mums. So I began to hoe 
here. I almost cut off a mum, so had 
to quit. But I can see plainly that 
there is a lot of hard work ahead of 
me to catch up on summer main- 
tenance. And brother, it is hotter 
and hotter. 


Aung. 14 Now that tree we planted 
on our lawn last spring worries me. 
I had mulched around it with 
mebbe six inches of straw. But this 
hot weather is hard on anything 
newly planted. So first chore to- 
night was to water this tree until 
its root space was well soaked. 


Aug. 15 Rained somewhat. Just 
enough to make it nasty for using a 
hoe but still just about right for 
pulling weeds. It was entirely all 
right for hauling and spreading 
compost. 

So armed with wheelbarrow, I 
pulled weeds and hauled them to 
the new compost pile. Hauled a 
load from the old compost pile to 
do some further mulching around 
my mums and roses. Back and 
forth I went until it rained some 
more and put an end to my happy 
exercise. 


Aug. 17 Our local garden club 
had its annual summer flower 
show today in the big gym ‘at 
school. Not being devotees of ex- 
hibiting, we took in nary a posy. 
But toward night Maggie and I 
went to look over the show. 

Maggie thought it was a great 
affair. So it was. But just between 
us, I came away wondering if some 
of the good ladies of our communi- 
ty aren’t a bit tetched in the head. 
This was my impression after look- 
ing at some of the flower a:range- 
ments they made. 

In fact | was a bit peeved, be- 
cause what I thought was the best 
arrangement didn’t get a ribbon of 
any sort. But then, mebbe I’m 
prejudiced because my _ choice 
made liberal use of my favorite 
little dwarf Robin Hood zinnia. 

Made a count on daylilies today 
and 11 different kinds are in 
bloom. There is bold Chengtu, 
little yellow Autumn Prince, and 
divers others. August Pioneer, of 
deep golden-yellow tones and 
medium-sized flowers on tall, stiff 
stems, is the most striking flower on 
the place right now. 


Aug. 18 After supper the roses 
had to be dusted. It was an ideal 
time, for nary a breath of air was 
stirring. The dust hung over the 
roses and settled back on them. 

I use a general-purpose dust. I 
dust by putting the nozzle down 
toward the base of the plant and 
turned upward to get the dust on 
the underside of the leaves. 

The best time to dust or spray is 
shortly before a rain. The time for 
protection against black spot is 
during a rain. Splashing of rain- 
drops spreads the spores to other 
leaves. This is why roses should

I have a highly bred setter who will 
soon have puppies. This is my first 
experience, ee I intend to breed 
dogs from now on. Can I attend the 
mother myself (I want to learn) 
or is it best to have a veterinarian 
preside?—Mrs. J.F.F., Delaware. 

In view of your desire for the ex- 
perience, we'd say go it alone. 
Then, too, presence of a stranger 
is often upsetting to the female. 
Be calm and comforting. Most 
important thing is to break sac at 
each pup’s nose as it makes its bow 
into the world, to allow for im- 
mediate intake of air (the moment 
a youngster leaves its mother, it’s 
on its own in every way, including 
breathing). Some mothers are 
notably slow in this, others per- 
form with dispatch. After this, the 
rest is easy. One whelping ex- 
perience will give you all the know- 
ledge you’re looking for. 


What is the best way to approach 
the training of a dog? I have just 
made an invesimeni in a fine pup 
and I don’t want to risk wrong train- 
ing methods.—F’.H.k., Oregon. 

Your question is well put, be- 
cause in 9 out of 10 cases, the real 
problem in dog training is the 
teacher—not the pupil. Be patient, 
but always firm. Be tolerant of 
mistakes, but insist on progress. 
Be consistent at all times. Never 
shout, curse, or whip the student. 
A dog’s greatest aim is to please— 
so cash in on this with lavish 
praise and applause for’ your 
pupil’s successes. Even reward with 
tidbits, but don’t overdo. Hold 
training sessions to 10 or 15 min- 
utes a day, as a dog can’t concen- 
trate for long periods, tires easily. 
Don’t cram—teach and master 
only one command or trick at a 
time, even if it takes days. Again, 
be firm—but not harsh. 


Do all young puppies twitch in 
their sleep? What is the.cause of 
this?-—Mrs. C.F.H., Ohio. 

We have had litters that twitched 
and jerked in their sleep—others 
that slumbered like logs. Some- 
times it is caused by heavy round- 
worm infestation, calcium defici- 
ency or insufficient milk in the 
mother. But careful examination 
has more than often ruled all these 
causes out—which means it’s 
natural in many cases. 
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I have a 9-month-old Dalmatian. 
My problem is to find ways to keep 
him occupied during the day. I 
take him for walks in the woods, 
let him romp and play. I like to 
keep him happy and the neighbors 
happy, too, because he whines and 
barks if ft alone.— Miss N. E.D., 
Rhode Island. 

To worry too much about enter- 
taining your dog puts you in the 
way of catering to him and there- 
by spoiling him. His whining and 
barking points to this. Leave the 
dog more to his own devices. He 
will get along all right. Confine 
him. Thousands of valuable show 
dogs are confined, alone, in small 
enclosures, and do very well. 


My 4-month-old collie is a smart 
dog, but we can’t teach him to stop 
jumping up on people.—C. V., 
Illinois. 

To cure the jumping-up habit, 
tread sharply on the dog’s back 
toes every time he does it. He'll 
soon catch on. Be consistent. Don’t 
fondle your dog for this show of af- 
fectionate welcome one time and 
then scold and punish him for the 
same thing another time. 





My dog acts fine and eats well 
sometimes, but not at others. He 
often bites at his posterior or drags 
it along the floor. He also scratches 
and bites at himself. Do worms 
cause this?—A. E. G., Missouri. 

In all probability, your dog has 
tapeworm. Look under his tail 
(and in his bed) for tiny, rice-like 
segments that cling to the hair. If 
you see them, these are egg sacs of 
the tapeworm which have broken 
off from the main body. Have a 
veterinarian examine and treat 
your dog. Correct medicine has a 
violent reaction, is hard on the dog, 
must be administered with care as 
to weight, age, and general physi- 
cal condition of your pet. Chances 
are, the scratching and biting is 
allied with the worms.

But here’s what Joseph Platzker, 
former New York City building 
commissioner and one of the best- 
informed men in the country on 
home financing, has to say. 

“In the early thirties, literally 
hundreds of thousands of new 
homeowners who had got wrapped 
up in costly second-mortgage deals 
lost their homes. Can it happen 
again? It most certainly can—if a 
recession should set in.”’ 


Bur right now there is a lot of 
evidence that the pattern of the 
thirties won’t be repeated—and 
home values will stay where they 
are for a long time or even go 
higher. 

That outlook, say some real- 
estate men, makes lenders more 
than willing to put out money in 
second-mortgage loans. But it 
isn’t only because they think their 
money is safer in a rising market. 
Another aspect which behooves 
the second-mortgage borrower to 
be more wary is pointed out by a 
Detroit real-estate authority. 

“Ordinarily, second-mortgage 
lenders are willing to be a little 
lenient if a homeowner falls be- 
hind in his payments—f the real- 
estate market looks good. 

‘But that isn’t always the case. 
It’s happened before that the lend- 
er has grown very pressing when 
values are firm. More than once, 
the borrower hasn’t been able to 
get together the funds to keep up 
the payments. So, he’s had to sell 
the house in a hurry, and that often 
means at a lower price than he 
could have gotten otherwise.” 


’ 
Tue Detroit real-estate man con- 
tinues: ““And who do you think the 
buyer might be? You’ve guessed it. 
It’s the lender. He may employ a 
‘front man’ to make the purchase. 
sut it’s his money in the deal.” 
The blossoming second-mortgage 
market is being unwittingly helped 
along by banks, insurance com- 
panies, and savings and loans 
associations.

Well-dressed windows contribute to the 


outstanding—and the figure is 
rising along with the number of 
new homes. At the end of 1946, 
the amount was $24 billion while 
at the close of 1945 it was $20 
billion, according to the Federal 
Reserve Board. In prewar 1939, 
the total was only $18 billion. 

The rising number of mortgages 
doesn’t make banks fearful— 
particularly with the government, 
thru the F. H. A., insuring such a 
big wad of the outstanding loans. 
But they are naturally getting a 
little more cautious. Their new 
conservatism is increased, of course, 
by the fact that new non-veteran 
buyers don’t come to them backed 
up with the liberal insurance ex- 
tended to vets. 


Hence, banks are lending less 
money to finance the individual 
home purchase. This policy takes 
two forms: (1) The lenders will 
advance a smaller percentage of 
the total home value; two-thirds is 
the maximum which many will 
offer borrowers; (2) they are not 
appraising homes at such generous 
figures as formerly. In either case, 
the effect to the buyer is that he 
gets less cash on his first-mortgage 
loan. 

The necessity for more borrow- 
ers to turn to second mortgages for 
supplementary loans is under- 
scored by a southern real-estate 
man. He says: “One out of every 
five home deals recently handled 
by me has included a second mort- 
gage.” 

A Pittsburgh real-estate leader 
expresses what seems to be the 
more generally prevailing condi- 
tion: That second mortgages are 
being extended only on a limited 
scale. But he says: 

“The prospects who come to my 
office and say they haven’t the cash 
to buy homes with only first-mort- 
gage financing is increasing. Many 
of these people will be ready to 
listen to second-mortgage prop- 
ositions.”’ 


Bur the best advice on the 
second mortgage comes from a 
New York banker, whose job is 
making real-estate loans. He says: 
“Don’t buy a home with a second 
mortgage—unless it’s either that or 
being forced into the street. If it 
can possibly be avoided you 
shouldn’t try to buy a home if you 
haven’t enough cash of your own 
for the down payment. Otherwise, 
you’re just borrowing future trou- 
ble.”

How the Prices got 
that lacquered look 





Jeanne Price puts on first coat of paint for- mock-lacquering 


Ir YOU’D like to finish or re- 
finish furniture the way the Price 
family did in the story on page 38, 
here is the Prices’ method. Their 
mock-lacquering looks like a reg- 
ular lacquered finish—and _ it’s 
easier for the beginner to apply. 
Tho it’s not so durable as lacquer, 
mock-lacquering wears as well as 
other painted or enameled finishes. 

Here’s how to go about it: 

1. If old surfaces are cracked or 
scaled, remove the finish with 
liquid or paste remover. Use tur- 
pentine to clean off remover wax. 

2. Sand the furniture thoroly to 
remove roughness and surface dirt 
and grease. Use coarse, then fine 
grade paper. 

3. Fill cracks or holes with wood 
putty. When putty is dry, sand re- 
pairs. 

4. Apply shellac filler or paste 
wood filler to new wood. Let it dry 
overnight, then smooth with fine 
sandpaper. This fills pores and 
gives the wood a firm, hard surface. 


5. Use flat furniture paint— 
available in black, white, and most 
staple colors. You can mix a 
special color yourself with flat 
white furniture paint and wibe oil 
colors. Thin the oils with turpen- 
tine or thinner so the paint won’t 
streak. Keep an accurate record of 
the mixture so you can duplicate 
formula later. 

6. After the first coat has dried 
24 hours, rub it lightly with fine 
sandpaper. Wipe the surface with 
a dry cloth and apply second coat. 
Let this final coat dry 24 hours. For 
black or dark color finishes you’ll 
probably need a third coat. 

7. Rub the dry surface gently 
with a piece of felt or a pad of 
cheesecloth wrung out of water 
and then dipped into ground 
pumice stone. 

8. Give the finished surface a 
protective coat of paste wax. For a 
sturdier finish, apply satin-finish 
varnish, then rub again with 
pumice stone.
